The 
Doctor travels through time and 
space in a Time And Relative Di- 
mensions Space (TARDIS) vehicle. 
The show is in syndication around 
the world, but if your local station 
doesn't broadcast the Doctor's 
never-ending adventures call or 
write your favorite local station 
and (all together now . . . ) demand 
your Doctor Who! This magazine 
presents the official comic book 
adventures (which were originally 
published in black and white, in 
Marvel's British DOCTOR WHO 
WEEKLY) of the Doctor. Some 
words may seem like they're spel- 
led funny, but that's just the origi- 
nal British spellings, which we're 
keeping to add the proper tone to 
the strip. (All done.) 

Now, | had planned to talk about 
a whole lot of amusing stuff this 
issue, but had to change my plans 
for two reasons. First to respond 
to some of the letters we've just 
begun to receive concerning the 
BBC's plan to put Doctor Who on 
an eighteen month hiatus and 
secondly to thank a very special 
artist for his invaluable contrib- 
ution to this and future issues of 
DOCTOR WHO. 

First the bad news. Yes, it's 
true. The BBC has removed Doc- 


tor Who from the '85 season. But 
they promise to bring the show 
back for '86. Patrick Daniel 
O'Neill will have complete details 
next month in his Who Knows col- 
umn, including a list of names and 
addresses of people you can write 
to express your feelings on the 
matter. There's even a chance 
that you may be able to change 
the BBC's corporate mind and 
bring the show back sooner. As far 
as North American fans are con- 
cerned, this really won't affect the 
Doctor Who episodes currently 
being syndicated. After all, there 
are almost twenty years worth of 
episodes to keep us busy, includ- 
ing episodes which were long 
thought to be “lost forever” pop- 
ping up. As for us, we've still got 
lots of material in the drawer wait- 
ing to be presented on these 
pages. 

Which brings us to Dave Gib- 
bons, who has generously loaned 
us his original artwork to repro- 
duce from directly. Up until now, 
we've been printing from photo- 
Stats (or as they say in London, 
bromides) of Dave's original 
artwork and in some cases photo- 
Stats of the actual British comics. 
As a result, we've been losing 
much of the gorgeous detail in 
Dave's artwork despite our art 
staff's valiant attempts to restore 
as much of it as possible. We're 
still forced to shoot from photo- 
stats on some of the pages, but 
the majority are now being shot 
directly from Dave's originals, 
thus removing most of the prob- 
lems we were having in past is- 
sues. The difference may be so 
slight that many of you may not 
even notice the difference, but 
Dave does. Dave is more than 
just a professional artist who turns 
in his assignment and then forgets 
about it. Dave cares a lot about his

The dates for the convention 
are July 12-14 and Who producer 
John Nathan-Turner is confirmed 
as a guest, with other special 
guests still being worked out.

be meeting with other Who fans 
from around the country. There 
are many regional conventions, 
but this is the one that annually at- 
tracts people from all over to one 
place, to share in the excitement.

WHO STOLE THE EFFECTS? 

The answer is no one — it was 
just a goof. What we're talking 
about is the 90-minute version of 
“Resurrection of the Daleks,” 
which most U.S. viewers saw for 
the first time in January. The tape 
sent by the BBC and distributed 
by Lionheart International to PBS 
stations featured an incomplete 
editing of the last two episodes of 
the story. The final 45 minutes of 
the adventure was aired without 
music, and with most of the sound 
and visual effects missing. Pro- 
ducer John Nathan-Turner as- 
sures us that that is not the way 
British fans saw the show, and he 


is Investigating the problem. Ap- 
parently the 25 minute versions of 
the last two episodes were com- 
plete. 

BAKER'S BACK 

Colin Baker, that is, who began 
his first fall season as the Sixth 
Doctor, this past January 5th, as 
the BBC broadcast the first 
episode of the two-part "Attack of 
the Субегтеп," which reportedly 
clears up some of the discrepan- 
cies in the mechanical foes’ con- 
voluted history. (It may also, unfor- 
tunately, negate some of our own 
speculations on the History of the 
Cybermen in issue #10 of this au- 
gust publication.) 

American audiences will proba- 
bly get their first look at Doctor 
No. 6, starting with last season's 
“The Twin Dilemma," some time 
in 1987, according to Ray Kraft of 
Lionheart TV (American distribu- 
tors of the show). 

And an unconfirmed rumor re- 
garding “Attack of the Cyber- 
теп": the Doctor finally repairs 
the TARDIS chameleon circuit 
(after 22 years), and the time ship 
can now change shape.

A recent release from the BBC 
notes that three early episodes of 
the series have been returned to 
the vaults, from Cyprus, of all 
places! Like many former British 
possessions, Cyprus has long 
been buying BBC material for 
broadcast, including Doctor Who. 
Responding to the request for re- 
turn of lost episodes, the Cyprus 
TV station sent the Archives 
episodes one, two and three of 
“The Reign of Terror,” a 1964 ad- 
venture starring William Hartnell, 
the last story of the first year of the 
show.

Let me first say that | have been 
a Doctor Who fan for nearly four 
years and the first two years | was 
a fanatic! But now my emotions 
about the program have cooled 
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down to where it's still my favorite 
program. Through the years I've 
explored a lot of Doctor Who 
memorabilia and related items 
(i.e. Target novelizations, Andrew 
Skilleter prints, DOCTOR WHO 
WEEKLY / MONTHLY magazine, 
board games, etc. so when | 
heard about your comic renditions 
of the series, | became interested. 
The following month | went down 
to a local bookstore and bought 
your first eight issues and your 
four companion issues (MARVEL 
PREMIERE). 

The remainder of this letter is 
my opinions and suggestions con- 
cerning your first eightissues only. 

First, the introductions. Jim. | 
appreciate that it's sort of a 
warm welcome to the readers, 
but enough is enough. We all 
know that these are reprints from 
WEEKLY / MONTHLY magazines. 
We all know you've retained the 
British spellings and we all know 
these are in color! Jim, stop re- 
peating yourself. 

Next, the middle section of in- 
formation, which includes the 
Doctor Who bookshelf. |, myself, 
am very knowledgable on the 
series and those middle sections 
are merely filling space. Although 
it is considerate of you to print 
those pages because many 
people don't know much about the 
series and information like that is 
vital and, I'm sure, appreciated. 
Patrick does an admirable job on 
informing people about the other 
Doctor Who books that are avail- 
able, but he should devote part of 
his section to current books and 
not to what was printed the year 
before. 

You've printed a quality comic 
on quality paper and | especially 
appreciate there not being four 
to five pages of ads for X-Ray 
glasses, electric handshake buz- 
zers, sea monkeys, army trinkets, 
etc... 

Your letters column is neces- 
sary and, | must say, has been 
handled quite well. It was intelli- 
gent to expand it to two pages 
(which you'll probably need to 
print my letter). | especially liked 
the cute little police box at the end 


of the column in issues #4 and 
#6. Bring it back. Another thing, | 
wish you readers would stop pes- 
tering Jim. These stories are not 
supposed to be part of the tele- 
vision series. They are a new 
series altogether, that simply re- 
tains characters and ideas from 
the series. So little things like 
companions being out of order or 
new companions altogether should 
not be questioned. | think you 
should hold out on episode adap- 
tations for awhile. A long while. I'm 
interested in new stories and 
characters. | don't want a comic 
remake of what I've already seen 
or read, because I'll always prefer 
the video or novelization to a 
comic book. | don't like the idea of 
you rushing into episodes with 
new Doctors. Take your time and 
fully explore the possibilities of the 
whimsical fourth Doctor. Although, 
| am all for stories with more than 
one Doctor (i.e. “The Three Doc- 
tors," "The Five Doctors," and this 
years "The Two Doctors,” but 
under the same conditions, of 
course). And lastly, I'm all for re- 
naming the letters column Time 
Passages. Who Cares? seems. 
trivial, and it's not. 

What do | think of the stories 
and art? Well, first | must say | like 
your covers and logo (When you 
decide to print Peter Davison 
comics you should have the pre- 
sent logo replaced with the neon 
version). | especially liked the 
cover of #4, which continued on 
the back, giving it a poster effect. If 
it can be helped, refrain from 
using advertisements on the back 
cover and just place the DOCTOR 
WHO logo as you did on issues 
#3 and #5. The bronze Sontaran 
on the cover of your seventh issue 
is extremely good — my sincere 
compliments to Dave Gibbons. 

With the copies of the DOCTOR 
WHO WEEKLY / MONTHLY mag 
1 own, I've noticed these comics 
are exactly the same, with the 
single difference that yours are in 
color and the originals aren't. So if 
you plan to continue these stores 
from the WEEKLY/MONTHLY 
magazine, | ask of you only to con- 
centrate on reprint’ the comics 


series from the early issues of the 
WEEKLY/MONTHLY magazine 
(i.e. #1-60), which are among the 
hardest Doctor Who items to ac- 
quire. And print them in order. 

In every issue the color coordi- 
nating talents of Andy Yanchus 
show clearly. Just one complaint. 
Yes, the Doctor's scarf. Andy, 
you're making it too bright. He 
doesn't go about brightening our 
television screens with a luminous 
scarf. Considering the colors you 
have to work with, | seriously don't 
expect a change. 

To date, “Throwback — The Soul 
of a Субегтап" has been your 

| best reprint. We expect and 
deserve good stories such as 
“Throwback.” Keep them up.
